THE VETO. 


The veto power has not been seriously | 
assailed, except by Mr. CLAY and some 


of his followers, who declaimed against 
this invaluable feature of the Constitu- 
tion, because they thought the power 
had been improperly and improvidently 
exercised. Much as the Whig party 
was inclined to make his opinions its 
own, it would not follow his lead in this; 
and the only canse forregret in regard to 
the power is, that the Presidents have 
not exercised itas the guardians of the 
rights of the States, but as the Tribunes 
of the People; whereby, also, it bas been 
sometimes exercised, when it had better 
been refrained from. 


To claim a rightful power as flowing | 


from another than the rightfu! source, is 
as dangerous, and will have as evil con- 
sequences as to usurp a wrongful power. 
For it demoralizes the government so 
far, and introduces a theory radically 
wrong, ora feature at variance with the 
right theery ; and theory in Govern- 
ment always utters itself in practice. 
Usurpations come as much from wrong 
theories or departure from those that are 


right, as from the disregard by power of 


ali theories; and indeed the latter is not 
common in the ordipary progress of af- 
fairs. The commonest ground of usurpa- 
tion in all ages bas been that it was ne- 
cessary in order to protect the rights of 
the people. 

When JACKSON justified his course in 
regard to the Bank of the United States, 
by claiming to be the representative of 
the people, the South admitted the 


have rebuked the assumption at once, 
and guarded against asimilar claim for 
the future. It would bea great absurd- 
ity, if a President, receiving greatly less 
than a majority of the popular vote, were 
at once constrained, by the theory of the 
Government, to regard himself as the 
representative of the large majority who 
had not voted for him. 

Most nations and parties that have be- 
come extinct, have committed felo de se. 
TALLEYRAND was right: blunders, in 
statesmanship, are worse than crimes. 
Blundering by our public men, North 
and South, has brought upon us our 
present calamities; and the United 
States are dying by suicide. We have 
had little statesmanship, but blunders in 
abundance. How else can a Nation’s 
affairs go, when its MASONS and Sir- 
DELLS, its SEWARDS and SUMNERS gov- 
ern it,—to mention no smaller pames?

The States 
Were the rea! joint-owners, and entitied 
to have the proceeds of sales paid over 
to them in just proportions. To say that 
they might be corrupted, by receiving 
theirown, thelr dividends, by payin. 
over to them what neyer ought to have 
Been otherwise disposed of, Was as scnsi- 
ble as fora Stockholder tn a Bank to 
refuse bis dividends, or in any other 
Corporation to refuse bis share of the 
proceeds of sale of a joint property, for 
fear the Bunk or other Corporation 
sbeuld corrupt him with his own money. 
Tf the SYafes owned the lands In reality, 
and the General Government was but 
their Trustee, as the South contended, 
why object to their receiving the pro 
ceeds? Simply because our politicians 
(it would be absurd to eal] them states- 
men), never were consistent enough to 
keep their theories in view, and were 
always looking one way and rowing 
another. 

We do not remember that any South- 
ern President, or President elected by 
the South, ever, in vetoing any Dill, 
claimed to do so ip his eapacity of Rep- 
resentative of the States. We do not 
mean that the President miahbt not also 
veto bills not specially affecting thy 


States, but in derogation of individuas 
rights, or of questionable policy or expe- 
diency. If he were the represeulative of 
the people, no one, We suppose, would 
contend that this incapacitated him to 
vetoa bill, which, however grateful or 
even beneficial to the peop of ail the 
States, violated the constitutional right- 
of one State. But we do mean that if 
the President is the representative of the 
People of all the Siates together, this 
is one Goverument; and if he rep- 
resents the States, it is <«qjuite an 
Other: aud that thie difference 
in theory will continually produce difler- 
ent results in practice. If there were 
two nations, with Coustifullons olher- 
wise exactly alike, this single diilerence 
would necessarily furnivh the Presidents 
of the two with totally different rules Ly 
which to be governed, The servant 
serves his master: the agent does the 
will of his principal ; and the people are 
an inexorable master. As well could 
one serve Gop and Mammon at the same 
time, as be at one and the same Lime the

The Cofton Circular of Messrs. Ellison 
& Haywood, of Liverpool, makes some 
interesting estimates concerning § the 
great staple. They estimate that the re- 
ceipts at Liverpool for the current year 
will be 3,350,000 bales, giving a surplus 
of 2,835,000 bales for the last eight 
months of the year. Estimating the 
consumption and exportation of 66,800 
bales per week, which was the amount 
taken for the corresponding period of last 
year, there would remain 552,000 bales 
at the end of the year; but if the deliv- 
eries equal only those of the last twelve 
months, on 60,1! "0 bales per week, the 
stock will be 729,770 bales—a much 
heavier stock than any ever before beld 
at the close of the year. 

This circular says that experience has 
proved that the world is ugwilling to 
purchase freely at present prices; that 
woolen and linen goods have come into 
largely inereased consumption because of 
the high price of cotton ; and that cotton 
must further decline before any great in- 
crease of its consumption cag be ex- 
pected, It anticipates a fall ip price this 
year to 10d per pound, but pot lower, 
and fora short time only—having refer- 
ence merely to the proximate future. 
As to prices lafer in the year, it thinks 
that they ‘‘ will be ruled by the ‘character 
of the accounts respecting the yield of 
the next American crop. Present esti- 
mates vary between 2,000,000 and 3,000,- 
000 bales; according as the actual out- 
turn ap proaches or fa}ls short of the larger 
figure, prices will fluctuate between 9d 
and 12d per pound.’’
